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NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
Chapter 6, National Bank Notes (Addenda) 


The $5 brown back note shown inside front cover was issued by the National Bank of 
Lakeport, N.H. , chartered in 1892, This was the type of note issued by this bank until 
1908 when the Aldrich-Vreeland Act resulted in several changes. Banks issuing brown baoks 
prior to May 30, 1908 then issued note^with "1082-1908" on the back. Third charter banks 
issuing red seal noted changed to blue seal notes with small dates 1902-1908 on the backs 
like the 020 note shown in inside cover. All noted had "or othdr securities" added since 
the act provided that until June 30, 1916 the banks could use other securities in addition 
to U.S. bonds previously required for security for issue of National Bank notes. 


The date on thd front of the Lakeport note is May 17, 1892, the year the bank was 
first chartered. It is also designated series of 1882. It has the district letter N so 
this note was issued between 1902 and 1908, Rosecrans and Nebecker are the national 
signatures and local signatures are W.L Wadsworthip cashier, and C. L. Pulsifer, Pres. 


The third series of the second charter period, with denomination spelled out on the 
back, is a snarce type issued by a maximum of ten New ^mpshire banks including Franklin 
National Bank* Pemigewasset National Bank, Plymouth} Mechanics National Bank, Concord} 
Lancaster National Bank; Woodsville National Bank; First National Bank of Bristol) 

Farmers and Traders National Bank, Colebrook; Merchants National Bank, Dover; Coos 
County National Bank of Groveton; and City National Bank, Berlin. 

The $10 note pictured on inside front cover was issued by Franklin National Bank 
in 1916 or later although it shows "Series of 1882" and date Nov. 23, 1899 on the front. 
The latter date is the year it received its second charter. The obverse is the same as 
used for dated back notes issued 1908 to 1916 with "or other secnrities" , which should 
have been removed after 1916 (^une 30). Federal signatures are Lyons and Roberts and \ 
local signatures are Frank Proctor, cashier, and (?) Sulloway, Pres. A $10 denomination 
back issued by Pemigewasset National Bank has been seen recently. Boes anyone know of 
other New Hampshire denomination backs? 


The $20 note with dates 1902-1908 on the back is the second series of third charter 
notes, issued between 1908 and 1916. This note was issued by the First National Bank 
of Newport, first chartered in 1865, #888. The obverse shows "series of 1902" and date 
Feb. 18, 1906, which would be the year its third charter period started. Federal 
signatures are Lyons and Roberts and local officers were Sam D. Leard (?) and Seth M, 
Richards, (latter rubber stamped) 


The next issue of Nonagon will have a picture of the $10 Franklin National Bank 
note with "1882-1908" dates on back as shown in Spring 1974 Nonagon. This is identical 
to the obverse of the $10 denomination back except for serial numbers and the "Series 
## 1802" is printed in blue above the N reading up along the right edge of the vignette 
which shows Franklin drawing electricity fran the sky with kite and Leyden jar in 1752. 

The other vignette represents Liberty grasping lightning fran the back of soaring eagle. 

The 1974 Spring Nobnagon also shows the obversfof the $5 brown back Lakeport note. This 
bank became the "Lakeport National Bank of LACONIA " when rechartered in 1912. 

$he $5 Dartmouth National Bank of Hanover note, series of 1902, dated Feb. 23, 1905 
is a third series, third charter note issued after regional letter was removed about 1924 
but before Aug. 22, 1925 when Treasury serial numbers were discontinued. The treasury 
serial number, top right, indicated sheets of notes printed for all banks in the country, 
while smaller number at lower left , indicated number of sheet printed for the local bank. 
This note still has "or other securities" at top left, which should hage been removed la' 

1916. The $10 First National Bank of Portsmouth note shows treasury serial number replaced 
by duplicate local bank serial number as issued after Aug. 22, 1926. "Or other securities" 
has properly been removed. This lowest New Hampshire charter numbered bank was first with 
its application in the nation but political hanky panky resulted in #1 going to Philadelphia. 
From 1882 to 1919 the Portsmouth bank had 2672 as its charter number. It was one of few 
bank 8 to have its oharter number on seme of the original series first charter notes.
